THE  T SQUARE  CLUB  ATELIER 

After  two  most  successful  years  under  the  patronage 
of  Mr.  Cret,  the  T Square  Club  Atelier  has  again 
started  its  yearly  work. 

Judging  from  oast  results  it  would  seem  impossible  to 
even  parallel  the  records  of  the  two  previous  years. 
Nevertheless  it  is  the  ambition  of  this  Atelier  to  surpass 
these  splendid  records  achieved  and  with  this  end  m view 
our  Class  B men  have  made  a most  auspicious  start. 


The  Department  of  Architecture  at  Harved  Uni- 
versity opens  the  year  under  somewhat  new  con- 
ditions. While  the  four  year  course  in  architecture 
in  the  Lawrence  Scientific  School  is  still  to  continue  as 
heretofore  for  a time,  there  has  been  established  in  the 
University  a new  Graduate  School  of  Applied  Science,  of 
which  the  Department  of  Architecture  forms  a part.  This 
makes  provision  for  a professional  course  in  architecture 
intended  solely  for  graduates  of  colleges  or  of  other  scien- 
tific schools.  This  plan  is  likely  to  appeal  to  graduates  of 
colleges  all  over  the  country  who  are  intending  to  take  up 
the  study  of  architecture. 

This  year,  as  last,  the  plan  of  work  for  the  advanced 
students  includes  the  conduct  of  a series  of  problems  by 
prominent  architects  appointed  as  lecturers,  who  have 
charge  successively  of  problems  in  the  advanced  classes. 
This  year  the  lecturers' appointed  are  Mr.  Frank  Miles  Day, 
of  Philadelphia,  president  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects:  Mr.  E.  M.  Wheelwright,  lately  City  Architect 
of  the  city  of  Boston;  Mr.  E.  Clipston  Sturgis,  the  head  of 
the  Boston  School-house  Commission,  and  Mr.  C.  A. 
Coolidge,  of  the  firm  of  Shepley,  Rutan  & Coolidge.  There 
are  this  year  a larger  number  of  students  in  the  advanced 
classes  than  ever  before. 

During  the  summer  an  important  addition  has  been 
made  to  the  museum  of  casts.  This  is  a cast  of  a large 
section  of  the  Arch  of  Trajan  at  Beneventum,  including 
half  the  arch  and  its  spaniil,  with  the  entablature,  and 
rather  more  than  half  of  the  height  of  the  column. 

The  holders  of  the  traveling  fellowships  in  architecture 
offered  by  the  Department,  who  are  now  in  Europe,  are 
Mr.  H.  B.  Warren,  who  is  a student  of  the  American 
Academy  in  Rome,  and  Mr.  A.  E.  Hoyle,  who  left  for 
Europe  last  June,  In  addition,  Mr.  L.  P.  Burnham,  who 
previously  held  the  Appleton  Fellowship  oitered  by  the 
University:  won  the  Rotch  Scholarship  and  has  again 
returned  to  Europe. 


MONUMENT  COHHEMORATIF 


IN  May,  1837,  in  the  rue  Jean  Goujon  oecured  the  fright- 
ful burning  of  the  charity  bazaar  in  which  132  persons, 
many  of  great  distinction,  lost  their  lives.  To  com- 
memorate this  sad  event,  there  has  been  erected  on  the 
site  of  the  catastrophe  the  Monument  Commemoratif, 
dedicated  to  the  victims. 

The  ceremony  of  laying  the  corner  Stone  was  solemnized 
by  his  Eminence,  the  Arch  Bishop  of  Paris,  on  the  4th  day 
of  May,  1S98,  the  anniversary  of  the  disaster. 

In  conceiving  this  Memorial  Chapel  the  idea  was  to  dis- 
miss all  exaggerated  ideas  of  sorrow  and  death,  and  to 
conceive  a monument  of  noble  and  elegant  character  which 
would  convey  the  impression  of  peace  and  solace.  It  was 
not  with  the  idea  to  entomb,  but  rather  to  perpetuate  and 
glorify  the  memory  of  the  noble  women  who  lost  their  lives 
in  the  worthy  cause  of  charity,  and  to  recall  by  the  charac- 
ter of  the  monument  that  refinement  and  taste  which  have 
at  ail  times  been  characteristic  of  the  French  nobility.  It 
seemed  that  these  various  ideas  could  not  better  be 
expressed  than  in  the  style  of  Louis  XVI. 

A brief  description  follows: 

The  facade  of  the  building  (Pit.  IV. ) presents  a principal 
motive  set  back  from  the  street  line  and  composed  of  four 
Ionic  columns,  flanking  a semi-circular  arch  above  the 
entrance  door,  which  is  reached  by  a stairway  having  a 
double  run  placed  between  the  curved  walls  of  the  two 
pylons  on  the  street  line.  These  walls  have  small  Ionic 
columns  framing  two  statues,  symbolic  of  Faith  and 
Charity,  by  M.  H.  Daillion.  (Pits.  VI  and  VII) . 

The  pediment  contains  two  angels  placed  on  each  side  of 
the  large  cartouche,  beneath  which  is  a panel  containing 
the  following  inscription; 

“4  MAI  1897 

A NOTEB-DAME  DB  CONSOLATION” 
and  a quotation  from  Scripture. 

The  sides  of  the  dome  are  ornamented  with  gilded 
symbols  of  Christ’s  sufferings;  and  a statue  of  the  Virgin, 
which,  by  its  attitude,  expresses  Hope,  terminates  the 
composition.  This  statue  is  by  M.^  H.  Daillion. 

The  interior  composition  has  for  its  theme  the  two  sub- 
jects, Death  and  Eesurrection. 

A funereal  aspect  pervades  the  lower  part  of  the  building 
where  the  bodies  are  entombed,  the  idea  of  Hope  being 
kept  ever  before  the  mind  by  a richness  of  color  and  orna- 
mentation. which  increases  as  one’s  gaze  arises,  to  cul- 
minate in  the  paintings  of  the  upper  dome  intended  to 
express  glorification.  ■ _ ... 

Arising  in  the  chapel  (Pit.  XII)  are  four  pairs  of  Ionic 
monolithic  columns  of  cipolin  marble  from  Switzerland, 
19i  feet  in  height,  the  capitals  and  bases  of  which  are  of 
gilded  bronze.  From  their  entablatures  springs  a vault 
which  opens  up  into  the  painted  upper  dome,  and  which 
is  lighted  by  four  openings  in  the  drum.  Between  the 
pairs  of  columns  at  each  angle  (Pit.  XV.)  are  niches 
which  contain  large  vases  of  antique  marble  from  the 
Pyrenees,  ornamented  by  medallions  of  gilded  bronze 
representating  the  seven  works  of  Mercy,  and  above  are 
four  ova!  panels  of  onyx.  On  the  cornice  of  the  entabla- 
ture are  four  children  surrounded  by  attributes  symbolic 
of  Fate,  Death,  Hope,  and  Eesurrection.  These  figures 
are  by  M.  A.  Hiolin.  From  behind  each  of  these  groups 
spring  ribs  forming  the  skeleton  of  the  vault  which  carry 


the  mouldings  of  the  eye  of  the  lower  dome,  and  forms  a 
frame  for  the  painting  around  the  upper  dome.  These 
ribs  are  decorated  by  painted  architectural  compositions, 
the  centers  of  which  are  given  over  respectively  to  bronze 
figures  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul,  St.  Elizabeth  of  Hungary, 
St.  John  of  God,  and  St,  Chantal.  Four  medallions  treated 
in  camaieux  recall  these  saints,  and  decorate  the  ovals 
placed  above  the  keystone  of  each  of  the  double  arches 
from  which  the  vault  springs.  (Pit.  XIX.) 

The  painting  of  the  upper  dome,  (Pit.  XIX)  which  is  by 
M.  Albert  Maignan,  bursts  forth  in  a brilliant  and  lumin- 
ous composition;  on  high  Christ  appears  in  all  his  glory; 
lower,  the  Virgin  extending  her  right  hand  towards  him  is 
presenting  the  victims  of  the  disaster.  At  some  distance 
from  the  Virgin  there  is  a group  of  three  figures  repre- 
senting Faith,  Hope  and  Charity.  The  composition  is 
completed  by  a group  of  angels  carrying  the  instruments 
of  the  passion— the  cross,  the  pillar,  and  the  whip  of  the 
flagellation. 

Beneath  the  double  arches  carried  by  the  columns  there 
opens  on  the  main  axis,  the  sanctuary  of  the  chapel  faced 
with  various  colored  marbles  from  Provence  and  Italy,  and 
on  each  side  are  the  bays  which  light  the  chapel  above  the 
two  wings  or  annexes,  (Pits.  I,  IX,  and  X).  The  leaded 
glass  windows  in  these  bays  depict— one,  the  Virgin  at  the 
foot  of  the  cross,  and  the  other  the  Assumption.  (Pits.  XII 
and  XVI). 

In  the  sanctuary  occupying  a dominating  position  is  a 
statue  of  the  Virgin,  the  imposing  grandeur  of  which  tends 
to  accentuate  the  character  of  profound  pity  given  to  it  by 
the  sculptor,  M.  E.  Daillion.  The  sanctuary  itself,  on 
account  of  its  sacred  and  animated  character,  is  faced  with 
choice  marbles  which  exclude  the  idea  of  gloom  and 
sorrow,  (Pit.  XI).  The  altar  of  Pavanazzo  marble  and 
gilded  bronze  is  placed  in  front  of  the  statue  of  the  Virgin. 

The  two  lateral  annexes  of  the  chapel  are  each  carried 
by  four  columns  of  antique  marble  from  the  Pyrenees. 
Between  the  two  columns  at  the  back  of  these  annexes 
there  are  two  funereal  motives  by  M.  A.  Kiolin,  com- 
posed of  figures  of  high  relief  weeping  over  a tomb, 
(Pit.  XVI). 

Back  of  the  annexes  are  the  two  vestibules  of  the  Way 
of  the  Cross,  in  which  are  placed  two  triptiches  crowned 
with  cypress,  and  on  the  tablets  of  which  are  inscribed 
the  names  of  the  victims.  (Pit,  XX).  At  the  entrance  to 
these  vestibules  are  tv/o  large  vases  by  M.  Brunet,  of 
Algerian  onyx  placed  in  niches. 

Following  the  outline  of  the  garden  (which  is  directly 
back  of  the. chapel  proper)  is  the  Way  of  the  Cross,  in 
v/hich  are  fourteen  stations  beginning  on  the  left  side  and 
finishing  on  the  right,  (Pit.  I).  Each  station  is  composed 
of  two  Doric  columns  of  Swedish  granite  which  act  as  a 
frame  for  a bas  relief  of  old  silver,  portraying  the  scenes 
of  Christ’s  passion.  (Pits.  XXI,  XXIII  and  XXIV). 

In  front  of  the  annexes  are  the  stairways  to  the  crypt, 
which  is  exactly  under,  and  in  form  similar  to,  the  chapel. 
(Pit.  III). 

In  the  basement  under  the  Way  of  the  Cross  are  the 
rooms  of  the  Religious  Society. 

The  floors  throughout  are  of  marble  of  various  colors.
